0.6 PCT. IN MONTH 
TO MIDDLE OF MAY 


WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP)— 
The Government reported today 
that retail food prices rose .6 of 
1 per cent between mid-April and 
mid-May.

Committee Warns There

WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP)— 
White House and State Depart- 
ment press officers’ said today 
they knew nothing about a report 
that Soviet Premier Malenkov has 
sent a personal message to British 
Prime Minister Churchill and 
President Eisenhower. 
James Hagerty at the White 
House and Lincoln White at the 
State Department gave that reply 
when asked about the report that 
the message had been sent 
through the American and British 
-embassies in Moscow. 
Meanwhile, it was learned that 
a top German Foreign Office offi- 
cial has flown to Washington with 
secret messages to Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles from 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer.

SEOUL, June 3 (UP)—~South 
Korea troops drove the last re. 
maining North Koreans from 
Luke the Gook’s Castle today 
but the Reds picked up rei force - 
ments and returned to wage an 
“intense” counterattack. 
The Eighth Army reported the 
fight was continuing for the forti- 
fied Allied outpost on the eastern 


front. The size of the enemy at- 
tacking force was undetermined. 
The South Koreans had cleared 
all the Communists from Luxe’s 
Castle, last outpost taken by the’ 
Reds in last week's fighting, at 
6:30 a.m. (4:30 p.m, Tuesday, St. 
Louis time). 

Other South Korean troops on 
the central front threw back fresh 
Communist attacks. Small patrol 
fights were reported along the 
entire 155-mile Korean battleline. 

Superfortresses from Okinawa 
bombed positions behind the 
Communist central front in the 
Kumhwa sector where the Reds 
had made two company-sized at- 
tacks on the ROKs. 

Fifth Adr Force headquarters 
reported that Allied warplanes 
had dropped at least 1,000,000 
pounds of bombs on Communist 
targets during the past 24 hours. 

From dawn yesterday until 
ddwn today the planes flew 632 
sorties, carrying out 402 during 
daylight hours. Light bombers 
and Superfortresses followed in 
the darkness, with 34 of the 
lighter craft dropping 170,000 
pounds of bombs along the front. 

Carrier-borne planes hit a 
Communist airfield near Ham- 
hung on the east coast, leaving 
more than 50 craters on the run- 
way. 

The Navy disclosed that frag- 
ments of bursting enemy shells 
had peppered the decks of the 
United States cruiser Manchester 
yesterday in an exchange veth 
Communist shore batteries in the 
besieged east coast port of Won- 
san. There was no report of 
casualties, the Navy said. 

The Manchester and the cruiser 
St. Paul slammed shells into 
enemy gun positions for three 
hours. Shell fragments struck the 
Manchester when the ship pulled 
in to point blank range to blast 
eaves and tunnels hiding enemy 
guns.

The talks have been in prog- 
ress for nearly two weeks. Burma 
wants the guerrillas removed, not 
only because they violate Burma’s 
sovereignty but because it believes 
their presence heightens the 
threat of an invasion by Red 
China. The guerrillas are former 
Nationalist soldiers who fled into 
Burma when the Reds overran 
the Chinese mainland.

This review is espe- 
cially desirable since there have 
been important developments, 
especially in the production of 
atomic weapons, which have oc- 
curred since October 1951.

October 1951 was when the 
Joint Chiefs, as a group, esti- 
mated that 143 Wings were re- 
quired for our national security.

Policy Group Says They 
Should Be Stamped Out 
but Deplores Blanket 
Criticism of Doctors. 


NEW YORK, June 3 (AP) — 
Doctors of the nation officially 
recognized today the existence 
of certain malpractices by some 
physicians but deplored the fact 
“the whole profession has been 
criticized for the acts of the very 
few unethical and irresponsible 
individuals.” 


The House of Delegates, poliey- 
making body of the American 
Medical Association, took the ac- 
tion in the wake of statements 
on the topic at previous sessions 
of the A.M.A. convention by Drs. 
Edward J. McCormick, the new 
president; Louis H. Bauer, out- 
going president, and Paul R. 
Hawley. : 

Hawley, a director of the Amer- 


‘Tiean College of Surgeons, set off 


the controversy with charges, 
first published several months 
ago, that such malpractices as 
fee-splitting and ghost surgery 
exist. He repeated the charges 
before the House of Delegates 
yesterday. 

The delegates’ action took the 
form of adoption of a committee 
report which expressed 
ment with Dr. Bauer “that the 
questions he has mentioned with 
regard to these unethical proce- 
dures are occurrences that should 
be completely stamiped out.” 
Regrets All-Inclusive Charges. 

The report added that “ti is 
also unfortunate that the occa- 
sional member of this honored 
profession will, in the public 
press, make statements that are 
interpreted by the public as in- 
volving the whole profession 
when these conditions are mini- 
mal.” , 

It urged that more attention be 
paid to the teaching of medical 
tradition and ethics in medical 
schools, and he subject should be 
a matter of major discussion in 
ig and county medical socie- 


Dr. Hawley said in an interview 
published in the U.S. News & 
World Report magazine last Feb- 
ruary that some members of the 
medical profession practiced fee 


splitting and “ghost surgery.” 


Dr. Hawley said he gave the 
interview in response to a request 
from the magazine. 

“And I will say that I was 
quoted accurately,” he said. “But 
I was quite unhappy over the form

Dr. Hawley said the article was 
to be submitted to him for editing 
and approval prior to publication, 
but that he left the country on a 
trip before that could be done. 
The article was submitted to 
the College of Surgeons’ board of 
regents, which approved the 
transcript of the interview with- 
out knowing it would be pub- 
lished in that form, he said.

The doctor said his statements 
had been documented from many 
sources outside the College of 
Surgeons.

~Hawley said he had pointed out 
in his interview that only a few 
members of the medical profes- 
sion were guilty. but declared:

To criticism that his statements 
had brought discredit on the pro- 
fession, Dr. Hawley said: “Organ- 
ized medicine need not fear its 
own jweaknesses if it makes an 
honest and sincere effort to in- 
crease its usefulness to society.”

The No. 1 Communist. 

Probably the number one Com- 
munist of all Latin America, at 
least until he was deposed a few 
months ago, is a Brazilian. He is 
Luis Carlos Prestes who for 20 
years or more has been almost a 
legendary figure in the great 
southern republic but none the 
less real and astute and menacing 
to United States interests. 

By early 1947, a few months 
before the party was legally 
barred, Brazilian Communists 
were claiming 180,000. members. 
In elections in January of that 
year their candidates polled more 
than 800,000 votes, an astronomi- } 
cal figure for Latin American 
countries. 

The basic cause for this large 
degree of political pathology can 
be found in Brazil's impoverished 
classes, the degree of economic 
dislocation, inadequate transpor- 
tation, social maladjustments, and 
related problems. Nobody  as- 
sumes President Getulio Vargas 
is a Red or is even sympathetic 
to them. Many wish he would 
take a sterner position in regard 
to their disruptive actions in 
Brazil.

‘A Sickness of Fear’ 

When a woman displays courage she makes 
the male of the species look weak and wan by 
contrast. 

Consider Mrs. Pauline Davis of Washington 
and New York, w of the late noted St. 
Louisan, Dwight F. Davis, Secretary of War in 
the Coolidge Cabinet. 

Mrs. Davig is a former member of the Re 
publican National Committee and a former 
president of the Women’s National Republican 
Club. She has been devoted to her party and 
has worked for its success at the polls. 

This record makes all the more significant 
and the more gratifying her blast at official 
cowardice in the Mildred McAfee Horton case. 
After Mrs. Davis's burning words about the in- 
sult to the wartime commander of the WAVES 
and former president of Wellesley College there 
must be a lot of red faces in the Elsenhower 
Administration. 

Bert Andrews, Washington correspondent of 
the New York Herald Tribune, telephoned Mrs. 
Davis and asked for her comment on the fail- 
ure of the State Department to clear Mrs. Hor- 
ton for “security” to accept Eisenhower Admin- 
istration appointment as United States delegate 
to the U.N. Social Commission. . 

Mrs. Davis gave the correspondent of the 
strongly pro-Eisenhower Herald Tribune her 
views straight from the shoulder. She de- 
nounced — in a statement which the Herald 
Tribune did well to emphasize last Sunday 
“the whole present tendency to condemn or 
criticize individuals on the basis of mere sus- 
picion.” Then she said: 


What has happened to America, and 
where does this new trend lead, which 
makes it possible for such a citizen as Mrs. 
Horton to be regarded as a security risk? 

There is only one answer. A siekness has 
gripped this country—a sickness of fear. of 
mutual suspicion, of unhealthy credulity. 
Only a sick nation is willing to believe 
the worst about its best. 

Only a sick nation remains eomplacent 
while its Government practices condemna- 
tion by poison pen letter and pins the label 
of bad security on honorable independence 
of spirit. 

We do not gain security for this nation 
by challenging a Mrs. Benes yore And we lose, 
meanwhile, what is most precious in the 
American tradition. 

A watchdog body is required to ine the 
alarm when there are other cases like that 
of Mrs. Horton. An energetic organization 
is needed, to take the part of other victims 
of the same brand of snide attack—and 
especially of the humbler people who have 
nowhere to turn when agents of their Gov- 
ernment unjustly decide to destroy them. 

I stand ready to join with other right- 
thinking citizens if such an organization is 
formed. 


These are strong, brave words and Mrs. Davis 
deserves the nation’s warm commendation for 
speaking them so forthrightly. 

Can it be that official, Washington is going 
to take no notice of them? 

Can it be that the bold General with whom 
Navy Capt. Horton served in World War II is 
going to remain silent? 

At the time of the Bohlen case the Post- 
Dispatch said that the McCarthyites had so 
frightened the Eisenhower Administration that 
there would be no more Bohlen appointments, 
that the Senate irresponsibles had taken a share 
of the appointing power away from Dwight D.

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The Everests of a New Age 


Queen Elizabeth's most spectacular Corona- 
tion gift was the news that the Union Jack had 
been planted atop Mount Merest, the highest 
mountain in the world. Yet to a strictly practical 
man, the gift was also the most worthless. 

“All right,” you can hear him say, “so a New 
Zealander named Edward Hillary and a Sherpa 
tribesman named Bhutia Tensing risked their 
necks and did what no men eber did before. So 
what? Why risk suicide? Doesn't Mont Blanc 
look its most splendid from a bench 0 the 
shore of Lac Leman?“ 

And in a way, he is right. The lack of oxy- 
gen, the bitter winds, the snow and the ice at 
an altitude of 29,002 feet do not constitute an 
environment for a practical man, And reaching 
such a peak is not an adventure which pays divi- 
dends as did, for example, the first hazardous 
crossings of the Atlantic or the exploration of 
the deserts and jungles of Africa. There is no 
territory to be claimed. There are no Spanish 
pieces of eight to be brought back. Maybe the 
expense, the risks, the suffering, the frozen 
limbs are “just plain crazy.” 

But it is a magnificent kind of madness. As 
Maurice Herzog, the Frenchman who reached 
the top of Annapurna, a feat only a little less 
magnificent than the conquest of Everest, said, 
there is the pride of conquering “this splendid 


goddess of radiant beauty.” There is the re- 


sponse to the challenge of curiosity. There is the 
Satisfaction of accomplishment where others 
have dared and failed. There is the feeling of a 
victory which cannot be snatched away. And 
above all else, taere is the climber’s test of him- 
self and the knowledge that he was equal to 
the test—a feeling not so much of triumph as 
of freedom. 

Already they are saying in London, still drunk 
with the Coronation, that the climbing of Ev- 
erest is the sure sign of a new Elizabethan Age, 
of a new race of Raleighs and Drakes and Fro- 
bishers to make the name of England glorious 
once again. And it may be so. But we have the 
feeling that these new heroes are more likely 
to come in patterns like those of Winston 
Churchill and Stafford Cripps, men of their own 
times doing their best to overcome the perils 
and solve the problems of those times.

A compromise bill for a one-year extension ., 
of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act bas 
been agreed on between Houst Republican 
leaders and the White House.

Fortunately, the worst features of the Simp- 
son Dill, designed to make the negotiation of 
meaningful trade more difficult 
than ever, have been dropped. Congressman 


Simpson of Pennsylvania was thrown one bone - 


in the form of support for his proposal to 
change the character of the Tariff Commission 
from a bipartisan to a partisan body. Otherwise, 
the Reciprocal Trade Agreements -Act is to be 


extended—if the House accepts the line of the 8 


G. O. P. leadership —without major change. 

The price whith the Administration had to 
pay for this result was high. In effect, it has 
agreed to let the Trade Agreements Act stand 
for the next 1% months as a dead letter while 
a joint congressional-presidential commission 
studies the whole field & foreign economic pol- 
icy. Secretary Dulles promised not to use the 
law for negotiation of any new agreements, and 
other Administration officials’ promised that 
the restrictive features already in it would be 
sternly invoked against existing agreéments. 

There may turn owt to be more concessions 
to the high-tariff bloc than this, The New York 
Times recently reported that Congress was un- 
likely to act on either the customs simplification 
bill, which President Eisenhower urged in his 
State of the Union message, or on repeal of the 
“Buy American” Act. In view of the standstill 
on trade agreements, these two measures would 
constitute a positive step toward reducing trade 
barriers of a different sort from those imposed 
by tariffs. As Alistair Cooke’s dispatch reprinted 
under the cartoon makes clear, these barriers 
are often quite as serious as customs duties. 

Has the Administration decided not to fight 
for either one of these bills? If so, then any 
victory it may claim in the sidetracking of the 
Simpson bill is empty indeed.

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The China Rider Dropped 


President Eisenhower departed from his pre- 
viously stated ideas of the relationship between 
Congress and the President when he persuaded 
leaders of the legislative blanch to withdraw 
the China rider to an appropriations bill, under 
which this country’s contribution to the United 
Nations would be cut off if Communist China 
were admitted, 

This was no mere matter of the Chief Execu- 
tive speaking his piece and then leaving the 
question to Congress. The President was here 
exercising the sort of activé leadership which is 
essential to the best performance of our con- 
stitutional system, and which many citizens 
wish he would exercise in other realms as well. 
Perhaps he is learning that when Congress re- 
ceives no leadership from the Chief Executive, 
it will fill the vacuum in its own way. 


At any rate, it was a good day’s work when 
the congressional ‘leaders were persuaded to 
drop the China rider. This was bad legislation 
for several réasons, and above all because it 
sought to dictate policy to the United Nations 
through the power of the purse. 

It is regrettable that the rider could not have 
been disposed of without any reference at all 


to the merits of the China recognition question. 


The President apparently felt compelled to in- 
dorse a resolution expregsing opposition to ad- 
mission of the Peiping Government at this time. 

That is undoubtedly the sentiment of the 
people at this time, but with the Korean truce 
hanging in the balance it would have been wiser 
to withhold this expression for the present. 
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Laclede Wants More - 


Laglede Gas Co.’s contention that the 32,500, 
000 rate rise granted by the Missouri Public 
Service Commission is “inadequate” will take 
some proving. The commission calculates the in- 
crease will permit Latlede a return of 6.28 per 
cent, a figure which most gas consumers will re- 
gard as most adequate. 

Laclede had sought to pass on to its 300,000 
gas customers in the St. Louis area a boost in 
the wholesale price of natural gas it purchases 
from Mississippi River Fuel Corp. It asked the 
commission for $5,175,000, but got slightly less 
than half.

Farr, for whom the professor- 
ship is named, is senior vice pres- 
ident of the Mallinckrodt Chem- 
ical Works, which provided funds 
for creation of the new post. 
Compton called attention to the
